government is arranging for the con-; 
st ruction of airplane ambulances es­

and so designed as to insure safety 
and comfort of wounded men.

announcement, 
Major J. O. McReynolds, flight su r­ 
geon of the American army, urged 
that all flight surgeons be trained 
sufficiently to operate their own m a­ 
chines. 
He told delegates to the congress 
of American flight surgeons that the 
airplane ambulance, developed while 
war was in progress, had greatly re­ 
duced the num ber of dearhs at train ­ 
ing camps because of prompt arrival 
of surgeons. 
Tile congress decided to make the 
Association of Flight 
Surgeons' a 
permanent organisation to include all 
medical officers in the air service. 
Final organization will be made at 
Atlantic City in Ju n e when the A m ­ 
erican Medical society meets.

When the armistice 
was signed 9,310 Americans ill and 
wounded were being cared for in Am­ 
erican hospitals here, says an Am­ 
erican Red Cross report. 
When the United States entered 
the war tin* only hospital beds avail­ 
able for American soldiers were in 
two or three American Red Cross 
hospitals which were then being used 
tor British troops.

time American troops 
began to pour into France and E n g ­ 
land tile supply of American hospit­ 
al beds was ample.
